19 Million 
Canadians 
Are Divided 


EDITOR'S NOTE - What is 


Canada? That is a question 
troubling the northern neighbor 
of the United States. In the 
search for an answer, Canadi- 
ans are going through new soul- 
searching. The following first of 
five stories sets out the various 
crises which Canada is experi- 
encing. 


By MAX HARRELSON 


OTTAWA (AP) — When you 


journey across Canada today 
you find a country engrossed in 
self-examination. Us 19 million 
people are divided and dis- 
turbed over the future. 


You find 
bitterness, name- 


calling, threats and sometimes 
violence. There 
are debates, 


seminars, editorials, floods of 
letters to newspapers and pri- 
vate discussions everywhere. 


What is Canada? they ask. 


What 
does 
French-Canada 


want? Should Canada revise its 
constitution to give the prov- 
inces more authority? Should 
the 
traditional tics 
with the 


British crown be loosened, or 
broken? 


Some of these problems are 


new. Others have worried Cana- 
dians, irritated them, and per- 
plexed them over the years. 


One, obviously, is Canada's 


proximity to the United States 
— a giant ten times as big in 
population, closely tied to Cana- 
da as an ally, deeply involved in 
the ownership of the country's 
industry and exporting U.S. cul- 
ture in massive quantities to 
compete 
with Canada's own 


brand. 


Canadians have a fierce na- 


tional pride and they are trying 
hard to create a distinctive na- 
tional image. Many have genu- 
ine fears that both their inde- 
pendence and their national per- 
sonality may be snuffed out by 
what is intended as a friendly 
hug. 


There are others who look 


across the border with envy at 
the higher wages paid by U.S. 
industry and at the lower cost of 
luxury items, such as automo- 
biles, refrigerators and televi- 
sion sets. 


A 
major 
complaint 
heard 


these days is that the Ameri- 
cans don't understand Canada 
and that they take Canada for 
granted. 


Generally, however, Canadi- 


an-American 
relations 
have 


never been better. There has 
been a substantial improvement 
in the climate since the bitter 
anti-Amrican attacks launched 
t>y former Prime Minister John 
G. Diefenbaker in the 1962 polit- 
ical campaign. 


Within 
Canada 
there 
are 


grave political divisions, caused 
by the bicultural nature of the 
country. As one analyst said, 
French - Canada has finally 
emerged into the 20th century 
and is demanding a new and 
enlarged role in government. 
The separatist movement in 
Quebec, while not extensive, has 
resulted in an English backlash 
in some parts of Canada. This 
has been reflected to some ex- 
tent in the parliamentary battle 
over a proposed new maple leaf 
flag to replace the red ensign of 
the British Merchant Marine, 
now used as Canada's flag. 


But the flag issue and the 


question of Canada's relation- 
ship to the British crown are nol 
simply disagreements between 
British and French Canadians.

Chicago won the 
battle for Sayers against the 
Kansas City Chiefs but lost De- 
Long to the AFL's San Diego 
Chargers in the first major 
breakthrough for the younger 
league. 


Meanwhile,

came under fire from college 
coaches for signing futures — 
players who still have a year of 
college eligibility remaining but

OTTAWA CAP) - The Quebec 


separatists are .making a; lot. of 
noise, but most Canadians em- 
phatically reject the idea" "that;

tutional changes will be made in 
the next few years.

Under pressure from Quebec 


and other provinces, Prime 
Minister Lester B. Pearson has 
acknowledged the need for modr 
ernizing the constitution. He 
uses 
the term "cooperative 


federalism" to describe the new 
! concept. 


This by no means satisfies the 


French-speaking 
separatists, 


but it has won the approval:of 
Quebec Premier Jean Lesage 
and other leaders of French- 
Canada. 
; 


The most difficult task will be 


to work out some sort of recog- 


nition of the 
French-speaking 


minority in Canada — almost 
one-third of the total population 
of _19- million — without further 
filing English-Canadians. 
.The bicultural problem is as 
old as Canada itself, because of 
a basic understanding that the 
French language and French 
culture-would always have a dis- 
tinct role in the country. The 
problem, however, emerged as 
an: acute political issue in 1950 
wheji the movement began to 
attract.a following among stu- 
dents and other young people 


French-Canadian leaders are 


divided as to their objectives 
and, as a result, their cause has 
been weakened somewhat. The 
numerous organized groups go 
all'the way from the extremists 
w:ho advocate terrorism, to con- 
servatives who will settle for 
modest constitutional changes. 


In other parts of Canada there 


are signs of a substantial Eng- 
lish backlash as a result of ter- 
rorist bombings and separatist 
demonstrations against Queen 
Elizabeth II. In the west espe- 
cially, there is a strong tenden- 
cy to minimize the Quebec sit- 
uation or even to joke about it.
